Essentially it is the 'same Christ- 
mas ot 185 decades before. Wa wor- 
ship, we give thanks. We celebrate 
—we n^ark the anniversary of an 
event, which, since the first, has 
'^'"~'*'"'""""~iBnkind, accepted as a 
oyq^i^ocewbn. But, against the 
complex Ijackdrop.; - of . . twentieth 
ceniury ' Uvlng jm^j^ meanings of 
that first Christfflù^^çally dis- 
torted ... In tiie arti- 
ficial light" of a mop^lp^? 

We worship. In a 'setting apart 
from social clashes and economic 
pressures of present-day life men 
and women pause In moments of 
solemn meditation, raise their 
vol^l^ygiuithcms of praise and 
thiupS^l^p^' even as, long 
before, humi>Ie shepherds were to 
be • witnessed "glorifying and 
praising God for all that they had 
heard and seen" (St. Luke 2:20). 
And a.s then men of worldly great- 
ness and power humbled them- 
fclvcs before a Child as they "fell 
down, and worshipped Him . . . and 
presented Hhn gifts; gold, and 
frankincense, and myrhh" (St, 
Matthew 2:11), so, today, Christmas, 
for many, Is an occ.islon of thinking 
ot others of those less endowed with 
worldly po.isctalons ' than " them- 
selves; a time of praise, and of 
giving. • ■ I 

Alongside the religious traditions 



of the Season there, has been/' wit- 
nessed through tiie.'çehtùrles dévêlr 
opment of Christmas customs of the 
family, -the community;' of every 
liatlon. The joyous a^ectV6(..>the 
celebration has Ije'en seen ' to' have 
parted from the solemn and to have 
adapted to traditions of the com"- 
munity. '' ■ 

Customs and symbols have varied 
from' land to land. The* spruce tree, 
flr wreath, holly, tinsel and greeting 
card have taken on distinctive 
meaning In relation to the feast ot 
Christmais. 

And such are the outward manl- 
fest«Uonii;<of.' present-day, seasonal 
celéératiotis.^ But It Is through 
reverence and praise, in mind and 
In deed, ratiier than through out- 
ward .ajfmtioUt;^ of .' an age-old 
tradition- -'that"'' tijo spirit of that 
first Christmas lives on. 

Are we drifting away from Christ 
from Christmas and from meaning 
of Christian living? Many well 
versed in the theology and with a 
sound 'knowledge of the society 
abotit lis have been seen toAbuUd^ 
up arguments for both sldes^of|^»^ 
a question. The present-day Cliris-" 
tlan's awareness of his li/adequacy 
poses the question In the mind of 
the individual. And clearly it is 
there and there alone that the 
answer can be found. 
' He recognjzes the essence of 
Christmas as love and giving and 
concern for his fellow men. Whether 
or, not he has the strength of his 
convictions Is a question funda- 
mental to ni,ink(nd and one that far 
predates the Christian era. 

What 'of the reverence and 
humility of that first Christmas, 
momr Has modem society lost

The affirmative stated that a new' 
Union, would serve all students of 
the University, both as indlvidiuls 
ahd as clubs and . organizations, 
while a Hockey Stadium ^^jraidd 
only serve hockey players ano^lu^ 
who constitute but a small percen- 
tage of the students. 

A new Uplon would supply better 
offices for the Students Executive 
Council, Old McGllI and The Dally. 
There would bo a larger ballroom, 
cafeteria and snack bar, and ' a 
badly needed auditorium. Stalls- 
tifcs showing: tiie Inadequacy of- the 
present UnioE^|«ccommodate Ithe 



students were quoted: "the present 
building, built for 1200 students, 
now accommodates over 5000; the 
snack bar, which has 140 seats, now 
is over-crowded to facilitate oyer 
200 students at meal times." 
,The negaUya. asserted that a h|m 
Union is desirable,'^ but not neces- 
sary, stace ta spite of its shortcom- 
ings it is there at the disposal of 
each and every student. ' However^ 
there is no Hockey Stadium, con- 
sequently one is not only desirable, 
biit^also necessary.
